Red Cross Quotas 


May be Lower in 


Coming Campaign 


Harold West, chairman of the 
Palm Springs branch of the River­ 
side county Red Cross chapter, 
and Carl Haymond, finance chair­ 
man for the branch, heard with 
interest the news this week that 
the national goal of the war fund 
drive to be inaugurated in March 
had been set at $180,000,000, $20,­ 
000,000 less than in 1944. 
Mrs. Edith L. D’Eliscu, county 
chapter chairman, made the an­ 
nouncement in Riverside Sunday. 
The reduction came in the face 
of peak activity of the American 
Red Cross planned for 1945. 
The drop, she emphasized, 
is 
due not to any lessening of Red 
Cross services, which in fact are 
increasing both at home and a­ 
broad, but to oversubscription last 
year and economies in operation 
now being put into effect. 
Quota for Palm Springs was 
not yet known as local goals have 
not been set, said Mrs. D’Eliscu. 
Riverside county’s quota was 
fixed at $197,000, or $3,000 under 
the county chapter's quota last 
year. 
Two-thirds of the national min­ 
imum needed to carry the Red 
Cross through the year beginning 
in March, 1945, will be used for 
services by the national organiza­ 
tion, at home and abroad; one- 
third w ill be needed for the bud­ 
gets of 3757 chapters serving at 
home. 
The latter portion includes as­ 
sistance to returning veterans and 
to the families 
of servicemen, 
while the larger sum will support 
the 750 Red Cross clubs estab­ 
lished a t remote bases all over 
the world, will cover the cost of 
shipping Red Cross food parcels 
to prisoners of war, and carry on 
m ilitary and naval welfare ser­ 
vices overseas and disaster relief 
at home.

It is hard to realize that Christ­ 
mas is almost here again and that 
by the time another column is 
written, a new year will be only 
a few days ahead of us. I rise 
therefore to remark: 
MERRY CHRISTMAS!

The return 
of the men and women of the 
armed forces and those who are 
engaged in war work?

in the hearts of men, and not in 
the powers of governments. 
We can think of this now, in 
advance of the crises to follow, 
when the tests will come of what 
is in our hearts, and of the sin­ 
cerity of our desires for peace, 
and for liberties, and for good 
government, at home and abroad.

Tree Use Traced 
To Forest Legend 


Legends dealing with the origin of 
the use of the Christm as tree go as 
far back as the Tenth century when 
George Jacob, the Arabian geogra­ 
pher, declared that all of the trees in 
the forest blossomed and bore fruil 
the night of our Lord's Nativity. 
It is believed that Jacob’s story 
m ight have led to the later custom 
of hanging apples and fruits on 
the evergreen tree, and, as Is the 
habit in certain parts of Europe, of 
using a blossoming cherry sapling in 
the home as a Christm as tree. 
One August Im gart introduced the 
Christmas tree to America 100 years 
ago in Wooster. Ohio. and. in so do­ 
ing, preserved the tradition that had 
been handed down in Gcrnjany. In 
1851. Rev. Henry C. Schwan, pastor 
of Zion Lutheran church in Cleve­ 
land. Ohio, put up the first Christ­ 
m as tree in a church in this coun­ 
try. for which he and his parishion­ 
ers were severely denounced by oth­ 
e r congregations. 
One of the most beautiful legends 
concerning the Christmas tree is the 
ancient tale dealing with the forest­ 
e r and his household, who had just 
gathered 
around 
the 
fireside 
on 
Christmas eve when they heard a 
tim id knock on the door. 
The forester opened the door to 
behold a little child shivering on the 
steps. 
Touched by the child’s cold 
and apparent exhaustion, the forest­ 
er took him in. and he was wel­ 
comed by the whole family and 
warmed and fed. 
Later, the forest­ 
e r’s son, Hans, gave up his bed to 
the little child. 
In the morning, the family was 
awakened by the singing of a choir 
of angels, and looking at their little 
guest saw him standing transfigured 
in their m idst. They recognised him 
as the C hrist child. 
As the Lord 
Jesus bade the family farewell. He 
broke off a branch from a fir tree, 
set it in the earth, and said, "Be­ 
hold, I have gladly received your 
kind gifts, and this is my gift to 
you. Henceforth, this tree shall al­ 
ways bear its fruits at Christmas 
time and you shall always have 
abundance.” 
The first community Christmas 
tree was set up in Paris, France, in 
1840, but was not popularly accept­ 
ed throughout the world until the 
advent of electricity, when the light­ 
ing could be stabilized and proper 
effect given to its display. 
Albert of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, who 
came to England in 1840 to wed the 
young Victoria, 
is credited with 
bringing the Christm as tree to the 
British isles.

Rest at Local Base Enroute East 


For Examination by U. S. Air Experts 


A back-drop of w ar as is fought, 
in the South Pacific, in w hich 
Yankee ingenuity, and the team 
w ork of the Army and Navy air 
and ground forces played an im­ 
portant role, lies behind the story 
unfolded at the Palm Springs 
arm y air base by tw o captured 
Japanese aircraft. 
The two ships w hich landed at 
the local port on th e first leg of 
their flight across the U nited 
States, are of the very latest type 
used by the Japs against our boys 
in th e far flung reaches of the 
Pacific. They are destined to have 
their engineering secrets if any 
revealed for the benefit of our 
fighting forces. 


VETERANS IN CHARGE 


Three seasoned veterans are 
m anning these planes in th eir 
flight and will be guided on th eir 
journey by a pilot of the Ferrying 
D ivision of the A ir T ransport 
Command, through the air lanes 
established by this branch of the 
A ir Forces. 
M ajor Charles C. Smith, V er­ 
non, Texas, with 23 m onths of 
services in the South Pacific was 
a m em ber of the 5th Air Forces. 
He is piloting “Oscar" as it is call­ 
ed by the Americans. This ship is 
the very latest edition of the 
Zero. 
C aptain Leland W aters, 21, of 
Richmond, Va., overseas for 16 
m onths and in 86 com bat missions 
as a m em ber oí the same org an i­ 
zation w ith the Major, is piloting 
"D inah” the only tw in-engined 
airship ever captured from the 
Japs. It is used by the enemy in 
reconnaisance.
